Is concerned, Is ho worried about
his manner of eating it. Indeed, ho
may bo said not to eut It at till, lie
cuts it Into long strips an Inch wide
and an Inch thick and then lowers the
strip down his throat ns 0110 might
lower a ropo Into n well, Notwlth
standing nit this, tho Eskimo does not
suffer from Indigestion, lie cntt make
n good meal off tho flesh and skin of
tho walrus, provision so hard and grit-

ty thnt in cutting up tho nnlnml tho
knlfu must bo continually sharpened.

Tho teeth of n llttloEsklmo child
will, It Is snld by those who know,
meet In n bit of walrus skin ns tho
teeth of one of our own children would
meet In tho flesh of an npple, nlthough
the hide of tho walrus Is from half an
Inch to nn Inch In thickness and benrs
constderahlu rescmblanco to tho hide
of nn elephant.

WELL ENDOWED BY NATURE

Mountain Ooat Thoroughly Equipped
, for Life In High Altitudes Amid

Snow and flocks.

"Tho mountain gnat Is equally nt
homo on rock, Ice, snow or meadow,
ntul It lives In bauds of two to twenty,"
snys Dr. William T. Hornnday, writing
of "Tho Hocky Mountain Ooat nt
Home," In Hoys' Life. "Its big black
hoofs havo chisel edges for Ico nnd n
confer of rubber cushion tyr slippery
rock. In steep climbing tho front of
(ho hoof digs In llko a garden trowel,
nnd lit, going down steep places tho
roar dewdnws mako wonderfully efTec-tlv- o

brakes. Tho heavy coat of fine
and denso wlilto wool Is Impervious to
dry cold, but tho wet and cold rains of
Now York winters quickly put moun-
tain goats down nnd out. In tho East
I hey must bo sheltered from nil cold
rains, or thoy contract pneumonia nnd
dlo. Of dry cold thoy can endure any
amount.

"In tho tnnttor of food, wo must say
that tho goat Is herbivorous, nnd ex-

plain that It feeds on a great variety
of mountain plants, nccordlng to sen-so-

On tho summits thuy find very
little real grass, but thoy find Pul-

satilla nnd other queer pasturo plnnts
that ara literally 'Just its good.' In the
spring thoy feed on tho wild onions
that grow abundantly In their homo
pastures, which linwrts to their Ileal)
a strong onion llavor."

There has been cross-
breeding by white farmer, yet, as n
matter of fuct, tho com culture of tho
present day Is practically as It camu
from the hand of tho Indian. lie bus
adapted nnd modified It to vurlous sec-

tions of the country by n process of
careful selection.

Recently It occurred to some scien-
tists that desplto the drawback of the
weather tho Mandan Indians of the
North wero raising corn. An expedi-
tion made a study of tho agricultural
methods of the Mnndanv, and It devel-
oped that for centuries tho farmers of
the tribes had been developing a hnrdy
corn. Tho seed had been selected from
year to year from stalks which showed
no effect from frost.

Was Here Before Columbus.
On n farm near Itosewcll, N. M., is

an Irrigation ditch, or rather a raised
irrigation ditch, which is one of tho
oldest evidences of man's inventive
powers on this continent. It was built
centuries beforo Columbus learned
navigation. Tho walls of tho canal
are believed to havo been made of sed-

iment taken from a nearby spring, a
claylike material that exposure to tho
air has mndo as hard as stone.

Tho making of 'two blades of grass
to grow where but ono grew before
through irrigation is a very ancient
practice. It was carried on crudely
by the Egyptians at least as early as
2,000 II.

IS OLDEST MILITARY BODY

Organization of Knights of Windsor,
Still In Existence, Was Founded

by King Edward III.

The Military Knights of Windsor Is
the oldest military body In tho world,
having been founded by Edward III
from tho veterans of Crccy and Pole-tier- s,

orlglnnlly hnvlng had tho prefix
"Sir." They nro now selected by tho
king from tho old regular olllccrs of
tho Urltlsh army.

The Windsor knights are pictur-
esque old gentlemen, their uniforms
consisting of n scarlet coat with gold
epaulets. Their somcwhnt expansive
waists nro lashed round with n crlin
son sash and they hnvo n very dandy
looking cross-bel- t of white leather, on
which Is n breastplate embossed with
the gnrter arms, tho garter sword
hanging from the belt. Thero Is n
bright crimson strlpo on tho outsldo of
their trousers. Their hats aro tho
most luxuriant creation of feathers,
plu.Ws and cockades.

L Tho duties of theso old wnrrlors
nro not now very exacting. At ono
tlmo thoy wero bound to attend the
clinpel of St. Oeorgo nt Windsor twlco
a day. Their devotional duties wero
later reduced to their preseneo nt dl-vi-

servlco only onco n week and on
I ho birthdays of certain members of
tho royal family. Tho strength of tho
corps nt tho present tlmo Is only 18,
which consists of 13 knights of the
uppor foundation and five In tho lower.

GOT RID OF MALCONTENTS

Pilgrim Fathers Had a Highly Effec-
tive Way of Dealing With the Col-ony- 's

Undesirables.
aaaaa

Deportation of "undesirables" Is not
nn Innovation In tills country, Tho
Pilgrim L'nthcr, confronted with tho
problem of dealing with malcontents
among them, shipped tho disgruntled
ones overseas. Governor Bradford's
story of tho Plymouth colony shows
how things wero done In thoso days.

According to Ilrudford's story tho
"reds" In tho Plymouth colony wero
represented by John I.I ford uud John
Oldham, who conspired together, both
ngiitnst the church nnd tho govern-
ment of the colony, endeavoring to en-

tice others with them. Oldham re-

fused duty when called upon by Cap-

tain Ktandlsh, whereupon It wns deter-
mined to placu Oldham and I.lford on
trial, nil tho members of tho colony
being present. They wero convicted,
tho court ordering them expelled from
Ihu colony, both being deported ulti-

mately.
Oldham enmo onco again to tho col-

ony nnd crented n serious hreuelt of
tho peace, whereupon "they committed
him tilt ho was turner, nnd then ap-

pointed n guard of musketeers which
ha was to puss through, nnd uveryono
wns ordered to give him it (hump on
yo birch, with yo butt end of bis mus-

ket nnd then was conveyed to yo wa-

terside, where n boat wns ready to
carry him nwny. Then they bid him
goo uud meudu his limners."

fuel ut the rato of 20 tons, dry weight
(CO pounds to tho cubic foot), per
aero nnniially, This In perpetuity,
tho plantations when cut reproducing
theintiolves without further excuse.

tist who says that by this means the
sun's bent In hot latitudes can be
ecnmmilciilly stored, tho dry cuenlypt
timber being heavier thun coal and
possessing more heating power, bulk
for bulk.

An uero of eucnlypts In tho tropics,
ho nsserls, would produce tho equiva-
lent of nt least twenty tons of coal
per annum, the only requirements be-

ing powerful sunshlnu and heavy rain-

fall to Insure rapid growth. Ho, with
such a iminnIIiIo resourco available,
why worry about tho threatened

of tho coal mines? Ex-

HOW CANARIES ARE TRAINED

French Expert Explains His Method
of Teaching the Birds to Pro-duc- e

Sweat Notes.

Parisians ara so pusslniiutely fond
of canaries that It Is esttiuutcd thero
ore 100,000 of thoso birds In the
City of Light. Writing in the Wide
World mugazlno, Henri Gulllnrd, the
famous French canary trainer, gives
some Interesting particulars regarding
his method of teaching his pets to
sing.
' "The musical training of my pupils,"
he says, "is conducted with tho aid of
a bird whistle or 11 flageolet, A fort-
night after tho young bird bus learned
to feed Itself it Is put Into a solitary
cage, where, If It Is a male, It soon
begins to warble, Tho cago Is then
covered with wlilto muslin und Its oc-

cupant Is fetl on cola seed and bread
soaked In water. During the first
week of Isolation I don't allow him to
hear tho oug of any other bird, and
during tho nccond week I play only n
fow notes of medium pitch overy
morning beforo his cago,. After this
I advise covering tho cago with very
thick green or red serge, thus keeping
the bird In darkness until it has
learned a few short musical phrases.
How long (Joca It take to train a
canary to sing properly? Well, that
all depends on the bird's aptitude. I
should say tho tlmo varies from two
to six months."

"Climacteric."
Tho term climacteric years was once

applied to certain years In man's life,
which woro believed by tho disciples
of astrology to have a peculiar signifi-

cance, and to bo tho critical points of
his health aud fortune. Crises of this
kind were supposed to be the twenty-firs- t,

the twenty-fift- the forty-nint- h

and the sixty-thir- d year, which was
called by way of eminence the climac-
teric year or "grand climacteric." This
year was supposed to be fatal to most
men, owing to the fact that sixty-thre- e

is the product of the two mystical
numbers seven and nine. Tho grand
climacteric Is said to have been recog-

nized by Hippocrates.
